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Abstract of JP60078907 

PURPOSE:To provide a double-layered cosmetic containing an oily agent which is liquid at normal 
temperature and a nonionic surface active agent as essential components, composed of the upper 
emulsified layer and the lower aqueous layer, and having the mild feeling of the milky lotion and the 
refreshing feeling of beauty wash. CONSTITUTIONiThe objective double-layered cosmetic contains 
1 .0-30.0wt% oily agent which is liquid at normal temperature (e.g. liquid paraffin, olive oil, isopropyl 
myristate, etc.) and 0.1-10.0wt% nonionic surface active agent (e.g. sorbitan fatty acid ester, 
polyoxyethylene hardened castor oil, etc.). The cosmetic becomes a uniformly emulsified layer by 
shaking, and is separated into a definite emulsified layer and aqueous layer after half a day to form a 
double-layered cosmetic stable with time. The stability of the double-layered cosmetic can be further 
improved by adding a water-soluble polymer or a buffering agent to the cosmetic.

(1) A double-layered cosmetic containing an oily agent 
which is liquid at room temperature and a nonionic surface 
active agent as essential components, and composed of an 
upper emulsified layer and a lower aqueous layer. 

3. DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF THE INVENTION 

■ 

This invention relates to a novel double-layered 
cosmetic. The object of this invention is to provide a 
double-layered cosmetic which has both the mild texture of 
emulsion and the refreshing texture of lotion and which is 
good in the stability over time. 

Double-layered cosmetics such as those composed of an 
oil layer and an aqueous layer or of an aqueous layer and a 
powder layer have long been well known. However , such 
double-layered cosmetic displays the independent features 
of the oil layer or the powder layer in its texture. Thus, 
a cosmetic cannot have been obtained which displays both 
the mild texture of emulsion and the refreshing texture of 
lotion. On the other hand, to impart the light texture, 
similar to lotion, to usual emulsion, it is needed to add a 
large amount of an alcohol or a buffering agent to the 
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emulsion. This has been technically difficult in the light 
of the stability over time. 

Considering the above situation, this inventors 
completed this invention as a result of the intensive study 
by finding that a double-layered cosmetic which is composed 
of an upper emulsified layer and a lower aqueous layer can 
achieve both the mild texture of emulsion and the 
refreshing texture of lotion. We also found that the 
combination of this invention can give a double-layered 
cosmetic which is stable over time and which can be a 
homogeneously emulsified layer upon shaking and securely 
separate^ intp .an emulsified layer andean aqueous . layer 
half a day thereafter - 

The double-layered cosmetic of this invention is 
composed by containing an oily agent/ which is liquid at 
room temperature, and a nonionic surface active agent as 
essential components, and has the upper emulsified layer 
and the lower aqueous layer. 

The feature of the double-layered cosmetic of this 
invention is to have both the mild texture of emulsion and 
the refreshing texture of lotion, to be a homogeneously 
emulsified layer upon shaking and securely separated into 
an emulsified layer and an aqueous layer half a day 
thereafter, and to be stable over time. 

An /oily/ agent which is liquid at room temperature 
used in "ttfis invention as an essential component includes, 
but not limited to, hydrocarbons such as liquid paraffin 
and squalene; natural plant oils such as olive oil and

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jojoba oil; ester oils such as isopropyl myristate and 
glyceryl trioctanoate; and the like. These may be used 
alone or in combination/ and suitably used in amount of 
1,0-30.0 % by weight. 

— * • 

A nonionic surface active agent used as another 
essential component includes , but not limited to, sorbitan 
fatty acid ester, polyoxyethylene sorbitan fatty acid ester, 
polyethyleneglycol fatty acid ester, polyoxyethylene 
hydrated caster oil, and the like- These may be used alone 
or in combination, and suitably used in amount of 0.1- 
10.0 % by weight. 

In addition to said essential components, materials 
typically used as cosmetic materials may be combined if 
needed. In particular, a water-soluble polymer or a 
buffering agent may be combined to increase the stability 
of the double-layered cosmetic. 

Hereafter, this invention is further described by the 
examples. These examples are not intended limiting this 
invention in any way. 

[Example 1] Double-Layered Cosmetic (I) 

Formulation (% by weight) 

(1) Isopropyl myristate 4.5 

(2) Polyethyleneglycol monolaurate

Process 



A Heating and dissolving (1) and (2) to about 60 *C. 

B Mixing and dissolving (3) -(5) and (7) followed by 

warming. Slowly adding (A) thereto and emulsifying. 

C Adding (6) to B and cooling it to obtain the product. 

The double-layered cosmetic (I) obtained as described 
above had both the mild texture of emulsion and the 
refreshing texture of lotion, which could not have been 
achieved in the existing double-layered cosmetic. It also 
could be a homogeneously emulsified layer, upon shaking and 
securely separated into an emulsified layer and an aqueous 
layer half a day thereafter, and was stable over time. 

[Example 2] Double-Layered Cosmetic (II) 



Formulation {% by weight) 

(1) Liquid paraffin 5.0 

(2) Glycerol fatty acid ester 1.5 

(3) Glyceryl trioctanoate 1,5 

(4) Sorbitan sesquioleate 0.5 

(5) Ethanol 10.0 

(6) Propylene glycol 10.0 

(7) Sodium alginate 0.3 

(8) Methyl cellulose 0.1 

(9) Sodium polyacrylate 0.02 
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(10) Purified water ad 100% 

Process 

A Heating and dissolving (l)-(4) to about 60 *C. 

B Mixing and dissolving (5) -(10) followed by warming. 

Slowly adding A thereto and emulsifying . 

C Cooling B to obtain the product. 

The double-layered cosmetic (II) obtained as 
described above had both the mild texture of emulsion and 
the refreshing texture of lotion, which could not have been 
achieved in the existing double-layered cosmetic. It also 
could be a homogeneously emulsified layer upon shaking and 
securely separated into an emulsified layer and an aqueous 
layer half a -day thereafter, and was stable over time. 



[Example 3] Double -Layered Cosmetic (III) 

Formulation (% by weight) 

(1) Squalene 1.0 

(2) Jojoba oil 1.0 

(3) Glyceryl trioctanoate 5.0 

(4) D, L-a-tocopherol acetate 0.5 

(5) Liquid paraffin 5.0 

(6) Polyoxyethylene sorbitan monooleate 

(20 E.O.) 1.0 

(7) 1,3-Buthylene glycol 5.0 

(8) Ethanol 15.0 

(9) D,L-Sodium pyrrolidone carboxylate solution 

1.0 
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(10) Methyl cellulose 

(11) Purified water

Process 



A Heating and dissolving (l)-(6) to about 60 e C- 

B Mixing and dissolving (7) -(11) followed by warming. 

Slowly adding A thereto and emulsifying. 

C Cooling B to obtain the product. 



The double-layered cosmetic (III) obtained as 
described above had both the mild texture of emulsion and 
the refreshing texture of lotion, which could not have been 
achieved in the existing double-layered cosmetic. It also 
could be a homogeneously emulsified layer upon shaking and 
securely separated into an emulsified layer and an aqueous 
layer half a day thereafter , and was stable over time.
